As officials disclosed the for- 
mation of the Regency Council, 
hundreds of thousands of Iranians 
jammed into the small campus of 
Tehran’ 5 main university today in 
a massive but mainly peaceful 
demonstration against the Shah 
and Dr. Bakhtiar’s government.

The provisional government 
would set up a constituent assem- 
bly elected by the Iranian people 
to approve new constitutional 
laws of an Islamic republic, he 
added. 

Earlier, the ShPite Moslem 
leader said in an interview in a 
CBS television broadcast in New 
York that he expected an Islamic 
state to be formed in Iran within a 
few days and that he would be its 
ruler.

Afghan guerrillas ambush troop convoy 


PESHAWAR, Pakistan, Jan.. 13 (R)— Afghan guerrillas Dying to 
topple the pro-communist regime in Kabul have ambushed a 
troop convoy m Eastern Kunar province and killed nearly 100 
soldiers, exiled dissident sources said here today.

•Jalalabad four days ago. Fighting is still going on in other parts of.

They are reported to have tried unsuccessfully to blow 
up two bridges leading out of the army garrison town of Asmar.

Lebanese vessel sinks 

ISTANBUL, Jan. 13 (R)— A small Lebanese cargo vessel sank 
last night after it entered the Bosphorus from the Black Sea and 
collided with a Turkish ship, Turkish radio reported today. It said 
the nine-man crew of the Dragon, 871 tons, were lifted to safety 
although the Captain, Khalil Yunis, broke a leg in the incident 
The radio said toe Dragon, which was taking canned goods from 
Bulgaria to South Yemen, sank within 50 minutes of fmtlirting 
with the Turkish cargo ship Hakan, 7,020 tons. 

■ , Chess grand master challenges computers 

ROTTERDAM, Jan. 13 (R)— A. Dutch firm yesterday offered 
$50,000 to anyone who programmes a computer to beat Professor 
Max Euwe, former president -of toe- International Chess Fed- 
eration, at his own game. The programme must be drawn up 
during 1979 and toe contest mil consist of four matches. 
Amsterdam-born Dr. Euwe, 77, stepped down last November 
after eight years as federation president. He was regarded as the 
wrier s top chess player in the 1930's and is also a computer 
spedalist.The company, which sponsors toe Rotterdam Chess 
Club, said few computer programmes 'were able to beat grand 
masters. - - . 


Vice-Premier Deng Xiaoping 
(Teng Hsiao-ping) told a senior 
Thai delegation today their coun- 
tries should have closer coop- 
eration "in the light of Vie- 
tnamese aggression in Kam- 
puchea." 

The New China News Agency 
( NCN A ) quoted Mr. Deng as hav- 
ing told Thai Deputy Prime Minis- 
ter SucLhom Hongiodaroni: “We 
now have very good relations with 
Thailand. But closer cooperation 
is necessaiy in the light of Vie- 
tnamese aggression in Kam- 
puchea.'' It did not elaborate. 

At the initiative of Britain and 
China, the Security Council called 
a rare Saturday meeting tonight to 
continue debate on the Indochina 
crisis. 

Cambodia's former ruler. 
Prince Norodom Sihanouk, yes- 
terday endorsed President Car- 
ter’s description of the Pol Pot 
government as the world’s worst 
violator of human rights. 

But Prince Sihanouk, who is 
Kampuchea's official rep- 
resentative, told the Council that 
that did not mean a foreign power 
should overthrow it. 

A draft resolution submitted by 
China asks the Council to con- 
demn Vietnam strongly for “its 
acts of armed invasion and aggres- 
sion against Democratic Kam- 
puchea." 

The Chinese resolution is 
expected to be superceded by a 
non-aligned states' proposal. 

Diplomatic sources said work 
on this would continue over the 
weekend and might be ready on 
Monday for discussion. 

But they added that a veto by 
the Soviet Union 
insurgent regime 
seemed certain, leaving the Coun- 
cil in stalemate. 

Mr. Samrin is expected to send a 
delegation here next week to try to 
claim Kampuchea's U.N. seat. 
This would require a two-thirds 
majority vote and his supporters 
are believed to be unable to mus- 
ter even a simple majority. 


guerrillas had taken over 
a building in Maalot. seven 
kms south of the .Israeli border 
and threatened to blow up its 250 
inmates unless 10 Palestinians 
were freed from Israeli jails. 

Mr. Nofal said the Israelis 
stormed the Maalot guest house 
this morning after the three Pales- 
tinians had beaten off an earlier 
attack. 

“A fierce battle followed with 
various types of weapons," he 
said. “A large number of troops 
and hostages were killed or 
wounded." he added. 

“Four men used their explo- 
sives and aD their ammunition." 

Maalot was the scene of a 1974 
DFLP raid in which three Pales- 
tinian commandos and 26 Israelis 
were reported killed. 

Today's raid— the first of its 
kind for over nine months—came 
on the eve of a top-level Pales- 
tinian conference in Damascus 
which is expected to endorse 
militant calls for stepped-up guer- 
rilla activity inside the Zionist 
state. 

Mr. Nofal said the raid had been 
timed to coincide with the Damas- 
cus gathering and thus focus atten- 
tion on the military situation 
inside Israel. 

A Reuter correspondent 
reported from the southern 
Lebanese town of Sidon that six 
people had been wounded in an 
artillery barrage against a village 
near the Biblical Lebanese port of 
Tyre. 

The shelling apparently came 
from 155mm Israeli artillery 
which had taken up a position 
inside Lebanon earlier in the day. 

Mr. Nofal said the raid had been 
backed by the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO)--the 
umbrella Palestinian organisation. 

He forecast reprisals against 
Palestinian camps in Lebanon but 
said the raid had been mounted 
from within Israel. 


He also indicated that the three 
guerrillas had been in radio con- 
tact with a DFLP unit in Syria. 

Journalists at the press con- 
ference were given photographs of 
the three men said to have taken 
part in the raid. 

In Tel Aviv. Israel said today its 
troops killed three Arab com- 
mandos who stormed the guest 
house at dawn today. 

The troops stationed near the 
guest house of Maalot shot the 
Arabs soon after they entered toe 
building, which was occupied by 
over 230 guests. 


The commander of Israel's 
Northern Command. Major-Gen. 
Avigdor Ben Gal. told reporters in 
Maalot ihat the three commandos 
entered the building and captured 
a number of hostages. 

When the shooting broke out 
the Palestinians were killed by the 
Israeli troops, he said. 

Gen. Ben Gal said the com- 
mandos were carrying letters 
addressed to the Israeli gov- 
ernment indicating that they 
planned to seize hostages and 
demand the release of Palestinians 
jailed in Israel.

Atherton flies to 
region next week 


BEIRUT, Jan. 13 (R)--At least 
18 people were killed and 73 
wounded when Syrian troops 
blasted Christian districts of 
Beirut with tanks, rackets and 
heavy artillery-' today, hospital 
sources said. 

They said the casualty toll was 
high because many civilians had 
returned to the city since the last 
major clashes between the Syrians 
and right-wing Lebanese militias 
three months ago. 

A spokesman for the right-wing 
National Liberal Party” (NLP) 
accused the Syrians of murdering 
innocent people during the heavy 
four-hour bombardment of 
densely-populated areas on the 
Christian east side of the city. 

The spokesman said one mortar 
shell killed two young boys and 
wounded 10 when it slammed into 
a football field beside a hospital. 

The two sides gave conflicting 
reports on the origins of the fight- 
ing. which dared a few hours after 
Prime Minister Selim AJ Hoss 
went to Damascus for crisis talks 
with Syrian leaders. 

The Syrian-dominated Arab 
Deterrent Force (ADF), which is 
charged with enforcing security in 
Lebanon, said armed men in a 
Christian district opened fire on 
civilian passers-by after ADF 
troops had detained a man for 
security reasons. 

It said the gunmen killed one 
person and wounded four before 
the ADF took measures to“tackle 
the situation appropriately." 

The NLP spokesman denied 
that any Christian militiamen had 
used their weapons, and said: 
“The Syrians launched an unpro- 
voked attack and committed 
cold-blooded murder of innocent 
civilians." 

Both sides agreed that the 
shooting ■ began near the city 
museum, a notorious flashpoint 
on the hazardous line which 
divides East Beinit from the 
mainJy-Moslera west side of the 
city. 

The NLP spokesman said 
sporadic sniping in the area 
quickly developed into a sustained 


barrage against several districts 
with tanks, Katyusha rockets, 160 
mm mortars and heavy machine- 
guns. 

ric said the shelling began i.i toe 
early afternoon, and lasted for 
about four hours. 

The radio of the right-wing 
Falangist Party gave a similar 
account, and reported that several 
buildings had been set ablaze by 
shells from anti-aircraft guns low- 
ered to maximum depression. 

Hoss pays one-day 
visit to Damascus

They added that President 
Assad told Dr. Hoss. who arrived 
earlier today for a one-day visit, 
that Syria backed every step that 
would stabilise Lebanon’s security 
and preserve the unity of its peo- 
ple and territory. 

Dr. Hoss had a lengthy round of 
talks on the situation in Lebanon 
with President Assad. Syrian 
Prime Minister Mohammad Ali 
Al Halabi and Depurv Premier 
and Foreign Minister Abdel 
Halim Khaddam also attended. 
Syrian troops _form bulk of the 
30,000-stroqg Arab Deterrent 
Force (ADF) which moved into 
Lebanon in 1976 to restore sta- 
bility in the wake of the country's 
1975-76 civil war. 

The sources said Dr. Hoss con- 
veyed to President Assad the 
greetings of Lebanese President 
Elias Sarkis and reviewed with 
him all aspects of the situation in 
Lebanon and the government’s 
plan to deal with it. 

The discussions were held in a 
fraternal atmosphere and Pres- 
ident Assad asked Dr. Hoss to 
convey his greetings to President 
Sarkis, the sources added. 

Dr. Hoss left Damascus for 
Beirut tonight. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13 
(R)--The United States is launch- 
ing a new drive to get toe stalled 
Middle East peace talks going 
again, toe State Department said 
today. 

Department spokesman Tom 
Reston said Special Middle East 
Envoy Atherton and the Depart- 
ment’s Legal Adviser, Herbert 
Hansell, would fly to Jerusalem 
and Cairo next week to discuss 
disputed terms of toe treaties 
worked out at toe Camp David 
summit. 

, The new talks would “seek to 
resolve toe remaining issues 
related -to the text of toe peace 
treaty in order to prepare the way 
for negotiations at the ministerial 
level," he said. 

State Department officials 


cautioned against interpreting the 
trip as a breakthrough in the 
tower-level negotiations that have 
been going on through diplomatic 
channels since formal talks broke 
down here late last year. 

Instead, it should be seen as an 
attempt to “clear away some of 
the underbrush"— toe tangle of 
interpretations and mis- 
interpretations that have grown 
up around the proposed 
Egyptian-Israeli peace agreement 
since toe summit. 

Department sources said toe 
specific aspects of the treaty to be 
discussed were those of the sec- 
urity of toe two countries and the 
question of whether the treaty 
would take primacy over Egypt's 
defence treaties with other Arab, 
nations.

Timely suggestions 


His Mujestv King Hussein has once again laid out \ery 
cleurlv to the United States, the middleman in the 
Egyptian -Israeli negotiations, exactly why Jordan and the 
other Arab parties concerned cannot be expected to join in 
the negotiating process which began at Camp David. 

In his interview with the New York Times, the King 
has elucidated the reasons why this country can have no 
part of a plan by which other parties have sought to shape 
the future of the West Bank— partieularly when the result- 
ing definition would prolong and formalise the illegal occu- 
pation of that territory. 

As the King says, it is up to Egypt to join the rest of the 
Arab nation in negotiating with the Israelis, and not the 
other way round. If Egypt has. through President Sadat's 
initial peace initiative, created conditions for accelerating 
the momentum for peace, then it is up to Mr. Sadat to see 
that this momentum is channelled into producing just and 
durable gains for the whole Arab nation. 

Much that has happened in the past year cautions us 
against concluding that true progress has been made or that 
any meaningful gains have been won. For when it comes to 
Israel's occupation of the Arab homeland and its attempts 
at stifling Arab national rights, it is not “concessions" that 
we seek, but the simple restoration of that land and those 
rights. 

This is something that cannot be achieved except 
through continued vigilance and struggle. It is not some- 
thing that can be secured or guaranteed solely by the “good 
offices" of one of the superpowers. 

The Arabs are not asking the world for any favours, 
but simply for justice. A settlement on the Egyptian-Israeli 
"ont. no matter how tightly “linked" to the other elements 
•i the Middle East problem, is not going to secure that 
justice for the majority of Arabs who are not Egyptians. 

And. particularly in view of the multiple flames of 
crisis licking at the fringes of the Arab- Israeli theatre, there 
are clearly limits to America's capacity to stage-manage the 
resolution of conflict. That is why the King's suggestion to 
return the matter to the U.N. Security Council post-haste is 
an especially good one. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


Newspapers Saturday devoted their editorials to His Majesty 
King Hussein's statements in a recent interview with the New 
York Times. AL RA’I singled out the King's call on Egypt to 
return to Arab ranks because of his conviction that bilateral 
negotiations between Egypt and Israel would never lead to a 
settlement of the Middle East crisis. Two other important points 
were the King's, rejection of the role assigned for Jordan at Camp 
David to protect the Israelis from the Palestinian inhabitants of 
the occupied areas: and his call for expanded negotiations by all 
parties concerned to start as soon as possible under the aegisof the 
U.N. Security Council in search for results and clarifications 
regarding Resolution 242. 

His Majesty’s call ought to be heeded on the Arab and inter- 
national level, since the bilateral talks will continue to be wrought 
with explosive mines as long as Israel remains persistently adher- 
ing to ns hard-hearted stands, the newspaper writes. 

AL DfJSTOllR says that in order to dissipate any illusion, 
however faint, by any one of the Camp David parties over the 
possibility of Jordan joining the nebular and rugged negotiations. 
His Majesty declared his disbelief in the possibility of the 
Egyptian- Israeli talks over leading to a solution of the Middle 
East crisis; and that Jordan will never accept to play the role of a 
policeman to protect the Israelis from the occupation-fettered 
Palestinians. 

No doubt, the King's firm emphasis on Jordan's stand rep- 
resents a forceful expression of the Baghdad summit resolutions 
and loyalty lo the Palestine issue, the newspaper says. Al Dustour 
recalls however that such an attitude by no means conflicts with

AMMAN, --Australian 
Archaeologist Dr. Basil Hennessy 
is back in Jordan this year to 
explore the practically untouched 
ancient site of Pella at the village 
of Tabaqat Fahl in the northern 
Jordan Valley. 

Pella, Dr. Hennessy believes, 
could prove lo be one of the most 
important archaeological sites in 
Jordan. “I’m hoping this will be 
the site that will tell the whole his- 
tory of Jordan from 10.000 B.C. 
up until the Islamic period." he 
told the Jordan Times at the- site 
this week. 

In years to come Pella could 
well emerge as one of the major 
tourist attractions in Jordan, he 
said. 

Now it is necessary to walk the 
three kilometers to the site from 
Mishara— the nearest village - on 
the main road— unless you are 
lucky enough to have your own 
Land Rover, since locai services, 
cars and taxis often refuse to 
attempt the rough incline. 

Dr. Hennessy. already well 
known in Jordan for his exca- 
vations at Teleilat Ghassul near 
the Dead Sea, arrived here at the 
beginning of the year with a team 


of 20 Australians and three Bri- 
tons who have been battling 
unusually bad weather conditions 
over the past ten days as they set- 
■tle'm at the site. 

Despite the high winds and 
heavy rainfall, only one and a half 
days of work have actually heen 
lost since the team began. Dr. 
Hennessy said. 

The team, which is housed in a 
“dig house"~which will even- 
tually be converted into a site 
museum— near the village of 
Tabaqat Fahl. will be in Jordan for 
two months this year. 

At the end of that time a new 
learn— American this time— led by 
Dr. Robert Smith of Worcester 
College, Ohio will arrive ro con- 
tinue work on a different part of 
the same site. 

The project at Pella is being 
financed and worked jointly by 
the American and Australian 
teams which will dig at different 
limes and in different areas but 
who will collaborate on finds and 
theories throughout. 

Dr. Smith will concentrate on 
excavating two temples at the 
head of a small valley running into 
the Jordan Valley from which 
point they would command a spec- 
tacular view of the Jordan Valley.

Among other things. Dr. Hen- 
nessv anticipates finding written, 
records at the site which will prove 
invaluable in charting the history 
of successive cultures in Jordan. 

* He believes that the mention of 
Pella in the Execration Texts of 
the Egvptian Middle Kingdom 
(around" the 19th century B.C.) 
prove that it was an important and 
powerful enough place to be rated 
as significant in Egyptian foreign 
contacts. Reference to Pella is also 
found in the Tell Al Amama 
letters— another indication that 
Pella itself should reveal invalu- 
able documents of its own. 

Pella is also of particular sig- 
nificance in the history of early 
Christianity since it is recorded 
that the Christian community of 
Jerusalem fled to Pella at the 
beginning of the first Jewish rex olt 
(A.D. 66-71). 

Dr. Hennessy hopes during his 
work at Pella to obtain a good his- 
torical sequence of settlements at 
the site by conducting a series of 
layer by layer fstarigraphic) exca- 
vations over as large an area as 
possible. 

The Australian team intends to 
clear and. if possible, reconstruct 
the plentiful Hellenistic. Roman 
and Byzantine remains near the 
surface of the site which would be 
on permanent display. The team 
will also conduct an architectural 
and environmental study of all the 
periods of occupation found. 

An extensive dating technique 
will be applied in cooperation with 
the department of physical 
chemistry at the University of 
Sydney and Prof. Jack Kelly from 
the University of New South 
Wales. Finally Dr. Hennessy 
hopes the dig will produce lots of 
museum and teaching material. 

Dr. Hennessy said that although 
Pella, which he enthusiastically 
likens to a 'Christmas box', is a 
xast site and it should be possible 
to achieve much of these aims in 
five seasons of work. 

He sees the site as a long-term 
project and says it would e\ en sus- 
tain productive excavation for half 
a century. However the major 
information, he hopes, wilt- be a 
available within the five vears. ‘

The Damascus Puppet Troupe 
is a part of the Syrian Ministry of 
Culture and has been for the past 
19 years. In that time they have 
certainly., learned how to keep a 
roomful of children amused. One 
of the troupe who actually stood 
out in front of the screen and 
played the guard of the park in 
which the scene is set. successfully 
got them quite wild over the poor 
duck and then with a wave of his 
hands order was restored so the 
action could go on.

AMMAN, Jan. 13-Ask Mrs. 
Renee Short, British Labour 
Member of Parliament for Wol- 
verhampton, about British domes- 
tic issues and she will inundate you 
with facts and figures; trigger her 
off with the phrase "equality of 
the sexes" and she'll speak pas- 
sionately of the general male pre- 
judice that has hindered women in 
her country and other pans of the 
world from reaching high pos- 
itions.

Last spring, she attended the 
Women's conference held here in 
Amman. Coming back to Jordan 
nearly nine months later, she says 
that she has hoped to have seen 
more progress achieved .since the 
time the Conference was held. 

She does not mince her words 
when she says that the Depart- 
ment of Women's Affairs at the 
Ministry of Labour seems not to 
be flourishing. Her practical think- 
ing always coming to the fore- 
front. she says problems have to 
be tackled directly out in the vil- 
lages and wherever they exist. 
"They can’t he solved just by writ- 
ing papers and holding con- 
ferences in Amman." 

She believes that women work- 
ing in Jordanian universities and 
in industry could themselves pro- 
duce plans as to what could be 
done but she feels that there has 
been no mobilisation of these 
forces. 

However. Mrs. Short's passion 
about women's rights and 
capabilities does not blind her to 
the realities that there are still a 
few hindrances— mainly lack of 
experience— that could stop a 
woman from reaching right to the 
top. whether in Jordan or any- 
where else in the world. 

Britain led by a female prime 
minister is "a long way off." A 
British prime minister has to lead 
his party in the House of Com- 
mons as well as head the cabinet, 
and Mrs. Short thinks that no 
woman has had enough experi- 
ence in the Home Office, the Fore- 
ign Office and the Exchequer to 
be able to handle such a tough job 
properly. 

The paper that Mrs. Short pre- 
sented at the Women's Con- 
ference dealt with nursery edu- 
cation. Not only does Mrs. Short 
believe that the two to five year 
olds are passing through a very 
critical stage in their learning, and 
that any developments of the 
brain of the child and the incul- 
cation of music and art best occurs 
at this stage: but she also thinks 
that providing nursery education 
would give the mother a chance of 
further education, training for a 
’job. or taking on a job.- 

Mrs. Short is the President of 
the British Association for Early 
Childhood Education, but when 
she speaks of the subject she does- 
not do so only in this capacity, but 
as a working mother who had to 
send her two daughters to nursery 
school to keep on her job. 

Asa Labour M.P., she has done 
much to attract the attention of 
her party to the importance of 
early childhood education, so 
much so that it is expected that the 
Labour Party will make a com- 
mitment before the coming British 
elections to provide children of

Mrs. Short’s third trip to Jordan 
was for family reasons rather than 
official business. She has a mar- 
ried daughter living here in 
Amman and Mr. and Mrs. Short 
came to spend Christmas with her. 
One of the family outings was a 
trip by car down to Aqaba and 
back. The sharp eye of Mrs. Short 
was quick to notice the dry desert 
landscape. 

"If s sad to see how the land has 
been eroded over the centuries. 
It's filled with large, rocky moun- 
tains but there are no signs of 
trees, no birds, no ani- 
mals... pasture land just does not 
exist." 

Her practical nature taking 
over, she immediately thinks of 
how this could lead to a higher cost 
of living since much of the veg- 
etation that could be planted has 
to be imported. 

With the same ardour that she 
shows when she talks about equal- 
ity and childhood education. Mrs. 
Short di$pusses the importance of 
forestry in Jordan. She says that 
she would like to see much more 
done about the land reclamation 
programme. 

Besides official plans to reclaim 
Jordanian soil, Mrs. Short believes 
that Arbor Day is a very important . 
and practical way of developing 
consciousness in the citizens about 
the importance of planting trees. 
Even if a child plants a small shrub 
and takes care of it, in his own way 
he might educate his family to 
make Jordan a fertile country 
again. 

When back in London, Mrs. 
Short hopes to talk to the minister 
of overseas development about 
what could be done to aid Jordan 
in this respect. With her staunch 
and resolute attitude, coupled 
with her Jove and understanding 
of Jordan, the voice of Renee 
Short will most probably be heard 
in the British ministry, for she has 
her very own way of knowing what 
makes things tick, and of knowing 
who. why and why not; and the 
idea “Why not aid Jordan in its 
land reclamation programnje?"

Q. — In a recent rubber 
bridge game. I picked up this 
hand: *xx ?xx 0 AQlOxxxx.

My partner opened the 
bidding with one no trump 
and my right-hand opponent 
doubled. What should I doV —

(This question has been 
awarded the weekly prize. i 
A.— Strangely enough, it is not 
easy lo give you u definitive 
answer — U all depends on what 
your right hand opponent has for 
his double. 

Unless there is some conven- 
tional agreement, all doubles of 
one no trump openings are for 
penalties, but they might be 
made on two widely different 
types of hands. One type is a 
hand that is the equivalent of 
opener's— 16-18 points and 
balanced distribution. If right- 
hand opponent has this sari of 
hand. Lhen partner should easily 
romp home with his conlracL. 
probably with two or three over- 
tricks. However, don't redouble. 

If ydu tip off your playing 
strength, the opponents will un- 
doubtedly run out to some con- 
tract of their own. Simply pass 
■ and be content with collecting 
1 100 points for each doubled aon- 
vulnerable overtrick, or 200 per 
if you are vulnerable. 

Since no one enjoys doubling 
an opponent for penalties, only to 
see him collect a plethora of over- 
.frit-ltn. ihf modern tendency has...

If your right-hand opponent 
mighl have a running suit as the 
basis for his double, then the 
problem you posed becomes in- 
soluble. You mighl be set one or 
two tricks in one no trump when 
you are cold far a game in 
diamonds. Alternatively. Lhe 
doubler may have lo knock out a 
stopper before he can run his 
suit, in which case your partner 
should easily score several doubl- 
ed overt ricks. Since this latter 
possibility is mofe likely. I would 
either pass one no trump doubl 
ed. or jump to three no trump 
and see how the opponents react. 

One thing is for sure. If l do 
jump to three no trump and RHO 
again ups the ante. I won't sit for 
it. 1 will now be convinced that 
he has a running suit and would 
remove to four diamonds. 

There is one other action that 
merits consideration -a jump to 
five diamonds. Unfortunately, 
you have the wrong distribution 
for that bid. 7 -2-2-2 hands do not 
play all that well, but if you had a 
singleton in one of the side suits, 
a five diamond bid could easily be 
the winning action. 

As you can sec from the 
various comments I've made 
about this problem, it would be 
much easier to determine what 
to bid with this hand if you knew 
which type of hand your RHO 
has for his double. Can you ob 
Lain this information? Probably} 
not in this case, for most pairs - 
will double the opening no trump 
with either the balanced, strong 
hand, or the running one-suiter. 
Bui it cant hurt to ask. Perhaps 
your opponents have made a 
prior agreement to employ a 
double of one no trump only with 
a running suit, in which case you

71, who also had his gallbladder removed yes- 
terday. was described in satisfactory condition. He is expected to 
leave^hospital in two weeks.

Rhodesia extends martial law, conscription 


SALISBURY. Jan. 13 (R)— The transitional government yesterday 
clamped martial law on large new areas of Rhodesia, bringing almost 
the entire country under military rule. About 75 per cent of the 
country had been placed under martial law in stages since last Sep- 
tember as a result of the war against black nationalist guerrillas. The 
new decree means that about 90 percent of Rhodesia is now covered. 
The government also announced it was calling white men aged bet- 
ween 50 and 59 into the armed forces as an emergency measure to 
guard against urban guerrilla warfare and to protect one-man. one- 
vote elections next April. National service commitments at present 
extend to all whites between the ages of 18 and 50 and blacks 
between 18 and 25. 


Carter curtails Bella Abzug's duties 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 13 (R) — President Carter yesterday dis- 
missed former U.S. Congresswoman Bella Abzug as co-chairwoman 
of his National Advisory Committee for Women. White House offi- 
cials said the committee, which Mr. Carter set up last year to advise 
him on women's issues, had been making critical comments about the 
president. Mr. Carter met the 17 committee members for an hour 
yesterday and Mrs. Abzug told reporters afterwards that he had been 
responsive to its suggestions for government action to help women. 
But she was then called back into the White House and told she was 
being replaced because Mr. Carter thought her a poor leader. White 
House officials said Mrs. Abzug. who gained a reputation during six 
.v ears in the House of Representatives as a strong and sometimes 
, abrasive supporter of women's rights, had lectured the president on 
his responsibilities towards women. They said other members of the 
commirtee had had to convince her to make positive statements to 
reporters after the meeting. Asked to describe her reaction to her 
dismissal, a White House aide said: “She was not pleased."
